This demon* who used tube in fhc heavenly 
order imd who commands to this day forty hellish legions, 
tidies cunning, finesse, and die ctsywiy n see wfthorn be¬ 
ing seen,

of hell, ramlkr to Robin of the Woods or jack to the Green; 
he appears in the form of an archer nr hunter; one meets him 
in the forests, Four kings sound the hum before him. He 
teaches divination by bird song, by die lowing of cattle, by 
tire harking of dogs and die cries of diverse other animals. 
He knows the tncayures buried in the earth by magicians. He 
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reconciles friends who have fallen out. Tills demon, who 
was once nf the order of the rimies of heaven i if of rhn« of 
the heavenly dominions, is reduced today 10 commanding 
thirty hellish legions- He knows the past and the future.

a monstrous creature. Some cn mil Hriua tors say that lie is a 
whale, and orhers th.it he is an elephant; hut there h*v c Inien 
other monstrous xpedes which have disappeared. One sees 
in die works of Urluin G randier that ErfifUWirt is surely a de¬ 
mon. Dylan cm says that one sees him u a monstrous ani- 
molt because he gives himself the form of all the grossest 
Iteasts. He swears rhar Brhrmittl can also disguise himself to 
perfection as n dog, an elephant, a fox, ora wolf 

If Ulerus* our oracle on all that concerns demons* 
doc* nut admit Btlnttfth to his inventory of the infernal mun- 
areby* he says, in his firs! hook* Jti Prr.fitgtf jfrr drmr>m t ch, 
xxi* thin Bclnaila or die elephant could well be £sn;m hhnsclf* 
of whom one also grants vast power. 

Finally, because one reads, in Ch, of Job* that 
Bdumotb eats as much hay as a liccf, the rabbis will nuke of 
him a mar* clous roast reserved fur die festival of their M&- 
siah. This beefis so enormous, they say, that lie gobbles up 
cmy day the hay nf r thousand huge jmjuiiuuns, which he 
has graced since die loginning of the world, He never leaves 
hk thousand mountains, or the grass that he had eaten that 

day would push back the night into the next day, 'llief swear

that tiod lolled the female of the species in die beginning-, 
since one could no I lei such a race multiply. The Jews prom¬ 
ise well of the joy at die festival where he will be the piect de 
mistMtt, They swear on their side by the Hush of fittingrh 
ivii, Btlphigar, demon of discoveries ,m<l of ingenious 
inventions. He often takes the Imdy of a young girl, l it 
gives wealth. The Moabites, who called him Bsalpiirpr, wor¬ 
shipped him on Mount Fhegor, Some ralibis say that one 
renders homage to him on a toilet, and that one offers him 
the ignoble residue of ones’ digestion. It was worthy of him. 
It is lor this reason that some of rhe learned see in Brlptugnr 
only the god Per (Fart) or “Crepitus*; other wise tines main¬ 
tain that he is Priapus. Sc Itlen, died hy Butler, maintains 
that one offer* him human victims, of whom his priests eat 
the flesh, iVicnut remarks that this is a demon who always 
has an open mouth, observing that it belongs without doubt 
to the name of Vht%>r, which signifies, according to Ixloyer, 
'crevice' or ‘split’, because he was sometimes worshipped in 
Caves, and that otic threw to him offerings through an air 
hole. 

avni. Erl;/inlli or BriuMi or Strl/fbuit), prince of dctiiuits, 
according to die Scriptures; foremast in [tower and crime 
after ahtUu, according to Milton; supreme chief of the infer¬ 
nal empire, according to most de monographers. His name 
signifies "lord of the flies." Bodin’ claims that he is no longer 
seen in his temple. He was the must revered god of the 
Canaan lies, who sometimes represented lii.ni with the figure 
of a fly, nmn: often with attributes of $ sovereign power He 
rendered oracles, and King Ochozias consulted him over a 
troubling milady; he wsui severely reprimanded far dtis by 
the prophet Elijah. 

Dnujwmniif Jn nmiiTX. Ilk. i», cS. ill 
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One attributed to him the power to deliver men 
from flics who ruined the harvest*. 

Almotri all the dcmonouiiiuacs regard him as die 
sovereign or ilic gloomy empire; and cadi depicts him col¬ 
ored by his own imagination. Miltmn gives liiiu an imposing 
aspect and high wisdom breathe* on Itis face. ()tie says he is 
n.!, high as a tower; another of a size equal to our own; some 
give him the form and figure of a snake, in that form he is 
also seen with feminine traits, 

The monarch of licit, solid Palingenc, in wn> 
vtue, is yl a prodigious sire, seated on an immense throne 
surrounded by a ring of lire. He ha* a swollen chest, bloated 
fate, it .idling cy«, raised eyebrow* and a menacing air. He 
has extremely large nostril* and twu gre.it harm on bit head; 
he Is black like a Moor two vast bat-like wings are attached 
to hi* shoulders; he has two large duck feet, a bon* rail, and 
shaggy hair from his head to his lecc- 

Snmc wv greater than BrtECtraih is Priapus; others, 
like Porphyrin confuse him with Bacchus Some believed 
that they lc>und in him the fl/ifrog or BtSmsb (white god) o( 
the Slavs, because his bloody image was always covered with 
flics, like die BtUftHtfi among the Syrians. One said also that 
he was the same as Pluto. It is more reason able to believe 
diat lie i* Bttl, whom Micros made emperor of hell, all the 
more so since BrUdntt is not found by-that name in bis inven¬ 
tory of Ulc infernal monarchy. 

One sees ill Solomon Is Gfa r.hvtti tlinl BtllftWtk ap¬ 
pears sometimes in nninsvnnis fonn. like that of an enortnous 
L-alf or a goat wirh 1 long tail; DOMthclcsv, he is often shown 
with die face of an ugly fly. He appeared tu Faust “dressed 
like a bee and with two dreadful ears and bis hair painted in 
all colors with a dragons tail " The Marechal of Kcur. saw 
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him as a leopard, When he vm Angry, one swears dui he 
breathed lire And howled like a wo 11 Finally, sometimes 
3S0t«h appears at his side in die form of an is®. 

Brritfi, duke ofheJJ, gteat ami terrible He is known 
by dime names; some call him Brai, the Jews call him JBmrt, 
and the nccnrunanccns, Bolfn 

He appears in the guise of a young soldier dressed 
all in red from head to loot, mountcd on a horse of the same 
color, wearing j crown on his head; he responds concerning 
the past, the present and the future. One masters him by the 
virtue of magic rings; but do not forger that he is often dc- 
ceiilitl. He has the talent to change all mends into gold: also 
one sometimes regards him as the demon of the ai'chcmists. 
lie gives dignities and mako singers' voices dear and uplift¬ 
ing. Iwenty si* legions are under his orders. 

t Ic is ihe idol of die Sidiemitcs and [wrliajn. he is 
the same Bnvjtl) of Sanchnnionm, whose learned ones believe 
him m lie Fallas or J liana. 

The author of SdtJr mw du Pttit Vbrrt tells a 
story of an adventure of firnth's which made him believe that 
this demon is no more than a goblin or elf. hut still it is the 
same Bffull 

"1 found myself, he said, tn a bouse where a famil¬ 
iar spirit had manifested for sit years taking care of winding 
the clock and currying ihe horses. I was curious one morn¬ 
ing tn examine these pmewhngv my asionislmiL-nt was great 
to see j cuny-otwnb running over die hindquarters of a horse 
which appeared to Iw done by no visible hand. The groom 
told me that to attract the familiar to hit service, lie had r*kcn 
a small black dikken, which he had bled at a great crossroad; 
that with it* blood he had written on a scrap of paper; ’Btlitll 
will come to my aid for twenty years. and I will recompense 
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him; 1 nest having buried thi: chkkcn i ioot deep in die cLirdi, 
that same diy the familiar had Taken care of the clodf and 
some horses, and that from dtnt to time: gave the grotmi things 
which were worth something,.." 

Tlic historian seems to believe thm this df was a 
mirndi jkc, The eafefllteu sec nothing other chan ,i sylph 
x\ Bniirora, Indian demon* chief of the *juU w ho wan¬ 
der in the changed vp-ice of the* aierhit demons.

BnimMU, charged with punishing him, 
cur off one of his heads with his nail, Brahma Inn d lb ted, 
Iwgycd pardon, and the god Eswara promised him that as 
consolation he would be nn less respected with four remain¬ 
ing heads than he was lieforr with five heads.
